The skills that he 
learned while at Essex were Dairy Laboratory work and received 
his Milk Testers License, farm equipment, managing a farm, and 
milking dairy cows. John was very competent in handling just about 
any job. In the four years at Essex he worked various places: such 
as Bradford Silsby Farm Haverhill, Kitridge Farm Andover, and 
various gardening jobs. 


John was accepted at Stockbridge School of Agriculture at the Uni- 
versity of Mass. His goal was to become an extension worker at 


the end of school. 


The Aggie has lost a true friend; his outstanding achievements 
and his personal qualities will long be remembered by all.
